After months of consider:! 
tion, the Sinra Madre Cit..'/ 
Council ha.s authorized th*; 
sale of the old city hall. But 
the parking questions that 
have arisen as a result of 
such consideration remain to 
be decided before the sale 
closes. , 

The ccwncil for m a 11 y 
authorized the .sale, at Tues¬ 
day night’s regular meeting, 
to Bergen Corporation for 
$222,000. The pure baser, 
which Intends to convert the 
building Into a restaurant 
and shopping arcade, is to 
provide at least 72 parking 
spaces within 50 yards of the 
building. 

In authorizing the sale, the 
council instructed City Ad¬ 
ministrator .Tames McRea ti> 
initiate a n Environmental 
Impact Report (EIR) on the 
p:irkin.g question to be ready 
before the sale is consum- 
rited — probably within 60 
days. 

■The approval process was 
almost anticlimactlc after 
the more than eight months 
of considering the offer of 
Bergen Corjioration. Only 


one resident. Dan Parker, 
spoke up at the meeting 
relative to the transaction. 

.\s chairman of the Cul- 
lural Heritage Commission, 
he exnrcssed concern that 
the front of the building will 
he altered from its present 
appearance. 

Parker said. "We haJ as¬ 
surance from the City Coun 
cil that the front would not 
be changed.” That there was 
.any such assurance was de¬ 
nied by some members of 
the council. Mayor Coip 
noted the Disposition Dc

On Horizon - Prof

Clean flags flying 


Recently while cleaning out some of the memorabilia 
in the back shop of the News we discovered a very diriy 
and weary U.S. flag. So we took the flag to the Pantorium 
with several other items that needed cleaning. 

When we went back to pick up the items, the cleaning 
establishment refused payment for cleaning the flag. "We 
clean all U.S. flags free," they said. And our sparkling 
flag flies on every national holiday, thanks to Pantorium. 

Speaking of flags, Gordon Baker Lloyd last week bought 
four new flags to fly on the four corners of the center 
of town at Kersting, Baldwin and Sierra Madre Boulevard. 
Now all we need are some volunteers to climb the flag poles 
and install the new red-white-and-blues. 


The United States could 
take a giant legal step for 
mankind by ratifying a pro- 
possed "moon treaty" a USC 
professor says. 

"Space law is an idea 
whose time has come, and 
star wars may be avoided if 
we can extend international 
law into outer space,” says 
Carl Q. Christol, professor of 
international law and politi¬ 
cal science. 

Christol is conducting an 
extensive study of the pro¬ 
posed treaty — formally 
known as the 1979 Agree¬ 
ment Governing the Activi¬ 
ties on the Moon and Other 
Celestial Bodies — which 
was produced by the United 
Nations Committee on the 
Peaceful Uses of Outer 
Space. 

Neither the United States 
nor the Soviet Union has 
ratified the treaty. As Chns- 
tol points out, political con¬ 
flicts here on earth — most 
notablv the Soviet invasion 
of Afgha n i st a n — have 
stalled neg^otiations between 


the two countries. 

Christol believes that na 
tional selj-interest compels 
the United States to proceed 
with ratification. "The Treaty 
would .allow nations to u.se 
the moon and its resources, 
but it would prevent any one 
country’ from establishing 
national sovereignty over 
territory on the lunar sur¬ 
face," he explains. 

Private enterprises, such 
as mining companies and 
scientific organizations, could 
make use of, and even de¬ 
rive profit from, the moon’s 
natural riches, but none 
could claim ownership of 
land there, Christol says. An 
individual who wants to ex¬ 
ploit lunar resources could 
do so as a user, but would 
have no property rights. 

The treaty also lays the 
groundwork for envl r o n - 
mental protection of the 
moon and opens established 
U.N. channels for the resolu¬ 
tion of disputes involving 
celestial bodies.

Police Need Money 

As a thirty year resident 
of .'vierra Madre. property 
owner it you want to put it 
properly, I have had long 
association with our police 
force, to the extent that I 
have Ireen in the homes and 
gardens of most of them and 
call them good friends. 

The same has been true 
with some of my favorite- 
officers over the years. They 
have done many a favor for 
me, and 1 am sure they have 
for you too. There is no such 
thing as a perfect police 
force, and I believe they 
would be the first to say so. 
But they perform a service 
in our town that is not re¬ 
cognized and more than 
often in the last several 
years have been "taken 
apart.” 

During the last few 
months I have seen our "old 
timers” leave and a new 
group take over. I decided to 
ask some questions and have 
come up with some rather 
amazing information. 

First, we are apparently 


the lowest paid police fwce 
in the country. Street patrol 
officers generally have ex¬ 
perience of .'5 to 10 years and 
currently most of them are 
two years or under. I am 
talking about the "senior” 
force that carries the respon¬ 
sibility of good law enforce¬ 
ment. 

I cannot help hut wonder 
why our City hasn’t taken 
interest in our force to see It 
maintains proper competitive 
income. Our officers have left 
our force and gone to other 
areas as “freshmen” earning 
often $200 a month more 
than they were in our serv¬ 
ice of a number of exper¬ 
ienced years. 

We take off with great fer¬ 
vor on the "old City Hall," 
and other projects hut for 
.some reason we have left 
these ladies and gentlemen 
who watch to our safety "go 
down the drain” so to speak. 

And don’t give me the bit 
of proposition 13 being at 
fault Frankly I would like 
a good answer to this as a 
tax paying, voting citizen.

If you enjoy helping people 
and want to learn how to 
prepare simple tax returiis, 
VITA may be for you. VITA, 
the Volunteer Income Tax 
Assistance program spon - 
sored by the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service, is looking for 
volunteers to staff an esti¬ 
mated 400 VITA centers in 
Southern California. 

VTTA volunteers assist low 
income, handicapped, and 
non-Fnglish speaking indivi¬ 
duals in the preparation of 


their tax returns. ’The volun¬ 
teers reach out to people by 
explaining special credits 
and deductions for which 
they may qualify. 

According to John Miller, 
the Los Angeles District 
Taxpayer Education Coordin¬ 
ator for the VITA program, 
the IRS needs over 4000 
volunteers to make this 
year’s program a success. 

Each assistor will attend 
32 hours of classroom in 
structlon taught by techni¬ 


cians from the IRS and the 
California State Franchise 
Tax Board. The classes will 
be held during January at 
various locations to accom¬ 
modate the needs of the vol¬ 
unteers. No specific exper¬ 
ience is required to partici¬ 
pate and all materials are 
provided free by the IRS. 

After asslstors complete 
their training, they wdll be 
asked to spend at least four 
hours each week during the 
income tax filing season 


working in a VITA center 
near their home. Last year 
more than 80,00C individuals 
were aided in the prepara¬ 
tion of their tax forms. 

Various community serv¬ 
ice organizations throughout 
the area work closely with 
the IRS in recruiting volun¬ 
teers and establishing VITA 
centers.

Tips-IRS 

Vigorous enforcement ef¬ 
forts are being undertaken 
by the IRS to ensure that tip 
income is being reported. Re¬ 
cent studies reveal that large 
amounts of taxes are not 
being collected because some 
tip income is not being in¬ 
cluded on income tax re¬ 
turns. 

Cab drivers, waiters, beau¬ 
ticians and other service- 
oriented employees should be 
aware that their tips are .sub¬ 
ject to income tax and must 
be included on their tax re¬ 
turns. 

If you receive over $20 in 
tips in one month on one job, 
you must make a monthly 
report to your employer. If 
you split tips with your fel¬ 
low employees, you need 
only include your share of 
the tips in your gross in 
come. A daily record of your 
tips should Ire kept and all 
of the tips you earn should 
he reported on your tax re¬ 
turn. 

The TRS has a number- of 
ways of checking umeporterl 
tips. One way is to examine 
a restaurant’s books and re¬ 
cords. Analysis of credit card 
purcha.ses through the use of 
computers is also being ex¬ 
panded to determine if tax 
payers are correctly rc[)ort- 
ing thr’ir income from tips.

City Leaders Hear

.San Cabriel Valley As 
sneiation of Cities members 
heard Sergeant Rafael Ken 
ealy of the V’ice Bureau cf 
the Los Angeles County 
.Sheriff’s Office explain that 
the business of pornography 
grosses close to S'i billion 
annually. 

The meeting v/as held No¬ 
vember 20 at a Rosemead 
restaAirant. 

“Pornography is big busi¬ 
ness because people are will¬ 
ing to pay for the prodAict.” 
he told the city councilmen 
and mayors from all over the 
San Gabriel Valley with 
Rosemead as host city. 

"A majority of citizens 
want stricter and more ef¬ 
fective laws,’’ Kenealy stated 
and pointed his finger at 
criminal and civil law as the 
answer of how to address 
the,so concerns. Even the 
most casual observer can 
notice that the courts have 
offered “few if any stiver 


bullets to fight the problem. 
The problem lies in proof 
needed for conviction.” 

What is obscenity? Ken¬ 
ealy explained that it m.ust 
go beyond community stan¬ 
dards and that it must be 
without social importance.” 

One in 36 cases have a 
chance of getting conviction, 
he rep<irtrd. For example, hr 
Ijointed to a State Supreme 
Court decision that mere 
nudity is not obscene. 

Generally, he said, any 
municipal law is pre-empted 
in decisions but the court can 
make some distinctions, also.

School fared quite well In 
the latest comparison be¬ 
tween local schools and 
•state norms, as was Indi¬ 
cated in results brought out 
at Tuesday evening's Pasa¬ 
dena ITnlfied School District 
board meeting. 

Schools with the most 
academic growth from 1979 
to 1980 in terms of net per¬ 
centile rank increases, acros<; 
all grade levels and sub¬ 
jects, by grade span, includ¬ 
ed Sierra Madre for K 
through third grade. 

Achievement test re.sults 
for the spring, 1980, testing 
program show that for the 
sixth consecutive year, the 
Pasadena Unified School Dis¬ 
trict’s scores have also con¬ 
tinued to rise. The district 
rose one degree to the 54th 
percentile within a year, 
four points above the na¬ 
tional average. 

Actual ethnic results with 
in the system showed that 
Hispanic students made th-' 
biggest jump from the 45th 
to 49th percentile while 
whites improved from the 
69th to 72nd percentile and 
black pupils Increased their 
scores from the 42nd to 44fh 
percentile.

<Vial of Life’ 
Offered Free 
to Community 


A free “V’in! of Life” will 
l)e available by December 1 
at the senior citizen centei- 
for anyone who would like 
one, according to Dick Hart¬ 
ley, chairman of the Senior 
Citizen Commission. 

The group met last week 
instead of the usual fourth 
Thursday because of the 
Thanksgiving holiday. Next 
month’s meeting will also be 
on December 18, the third 
Thursday. 

Hartley explains that the 
"Vial of Life” could easily 
.save lives In the community. 
It is a small plastic vial in 
which Sierra Madreans place 
pertinent health informa¬ 
tion such as chronic illnesses, 
medication and allergies. 
Thi.s vital information would 
he necessary in case of ill¬ 
ness. 

The vial Is placed in the 
family refrigerator. A sticker 
notifying medical officials 
where the vial is located is 
placed on the outside of the 
refrigerator. Apy medical 
technicians or doctors enter¬ 
ing tho home and finding a 
person ill would know that 
the sticker on the refrigera¬ 
tor door indicates the “Viai 
of Life” within the refrigera¬ 
tor. 

All pertinent medical in¬ 
formation would therefore be 
immediately available and 
that information could easi¬ 
ly save the victim’s life. 


Hartley also explains that 
volunteers are being sought 
to assist in the Seniors INutri- 
tional Activity Pro gram. 
Volunteers are needed t o 
transport the food for a dally 
meal, from the central dis¬ 
tribution locations In Mon¬ 
rovia and Pasadena. 

Hartley explained that 
SNAP Is a Merally-funded 
program under the manage¬ 
ment of the Foothill Area 
Community Services in Pasa¬ 
dena. At SNAP sites meals 
are arranged for serving to 
•seniors at noon. 

About 530 meals are served 
at eight area SNAP sites 
each day with another IOC 
meals being delivered tn 
shut-ins living in SNAP site 
•areas. 

None of the eight SNAP 
sites is funded to deliver to 
Sierra Madre, and of course, 
Hartley points out, that Is 
the need for the volunteers. 

Hartley reports that Caml 
.lorgensen, one of the senior 
commissioners, has volun¬ 
teered to help anyone who 
needs assistance with Medi¬ 
care or other supplemental 
Iifialth insurance forms. 

She will begin her as¬ 
sistance ’Tuesday, January 
13 from 1:30 to 4:30 p.m. at 
the senior center. There will 
he more information on this 
volunteer .seiwice In a later 
issue of the News. 


Terrariums or bottle gar 
derus make great Christmas 
presents and are easy to 
make, says Ray Hasek, UC 
Davis environmental horti- 
oulturist. 

A fishbowl, brandy snifter, 
aquarium, five-gallon water 
bottle or a one-gallon wine 
bottle make good containers. 
You will need soil, charcoal, 
pebbles or crushed clay pots, 
small plants and decorative 
pieces such as stones and 
pieces of wood. 

Most any small plants will 
do, and for starters, he re¬ 
commends maidenhair ferns, 
baby tears, dwarf palm, 
dwarf dracaenas, or lycopo- 
dum moss. A small crotem or 
ti plant will add color. What¬ 
ever plants you decide on, 
they should all require about 
the same amount of light 
and water. 

Add Mie incdi of pebbles 
or broken clay to the bottwn 
of your container. Rather 
than jus*- ^ropplng them in. 


Hasek .says to make a fun¬ 
nel out of paper or foil, then 
slide the .stones down this 
cone. This layer will enable 
you to see how much water 
is in the bottom; too much 
can cause root rot. 

Sprinkle U inch of char¬ 
coal over the top of the stone 
layer. Charcoal briquets can 
be crushed for this purpose, 
or you can buy charcoal at 
a nursery. This layer ah- 
.sorbs odors. Next add wie to 
three inrfies of sterilized pot¬ 
ting soil. 

To water, simply suck 
water up a straw and hold 
your finger on top when the 
straw is filled. Water will 
stay there until you put it 
inside the jar near the plant. 
A few drops is sufficient, 
says Hasek. 

Now add rocks, pieces of 
wood or moss anything 
you think will make the 
landscape more beautiful. 
Take a look; you have cre¬ 
ated a garden that will be 
beautiful for months to come.

The Los Angeles State 
and CounW Arboretum in 
Arcadia has been awaided a 
$35,000 grant from the Insti¬ 
tute of Museum Services to 
complete a cMnputerlz e d 
plant inventory management 
system and to set up a gar¬ 
dener internship program in 
cooneration with the Los 
Angeles Unified School Dis¬ 
trict. 

Francis Ching, director, 
said that when the new com¬ 
puter system is fully imple¬ 
mented, scientific and horti¬ 
cultural information on the 
plant collection at the Arbor¬ 
etum will be more readily 
accessible to both the public 
and to orofessionals in the 
plant industry. 

At the present time. Infor¬ 
mation on the 29,000 plants 
growing on Ihe Arboretum 
grounds is maintained in a 
massive card file svstem in 


the plant records office To 
ascertain when a plant was 
added to the collection its 
bloom period, and its adapt¬ 
ability to the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia climate, the cards 
must be searched manually 
by the plant recorder. This 
service is not available to 
casual Arboretum visitors. 

When the new svstem is in 
operation, however, a home 
gardener or a botanist can 
simply refer to the computer 
printout to locate any plant 
on the grounds and at the 
same time learn at a glunce 
the same information cur 
rently stored only in the 
card file. 

The system, operated 
through the Los Anpeles 
County Data Processing De¬ 
partment, will contain nlant 
data organized under sever, 
different programs.

The recipe is the best of its kind and it follows. 


Persimmon Bread 


1 c. shortening 

1 box dark brown sugar 
4 eggs 

2 c. liquid 

4 c. flour (preferably 
whole wheat i 


2 t. baking soda 
2 t. cloves 
\'i t. salt 
! t. cinnamon 
1 t. nutmeg 
4 oersimmons 


Cream shortening and brown sugar. Add eggs 
and mix, then add liquid .such as water, orange juice 
or appie juice and stir. Add pulp of four medium¬ 
sized [jersimmons. Bake at .350 degrees for one and- 
a half hours.

How to Carve Your Turkey

The days grow short; a 
nippy chill is in the air. 'You 
don’t have to clieck yowr cal¬ 
endar to know what this all 
means, it’s coming on 
Thanksgiving. Christmas and 
iNew Year’s, the most festive 
and feast-laden time of the 
year. 

The carvers of the holiday 
repast’s turkey, who wield 
the knife may find carving 
a difficult, complex, indeed 
intimidating expe r i e n c e. 
They are slaves to their tur¬ 
keys, not master of them. 

According to international 
ly noted Chef Rolf Jung, 
such anxiety is totally un¬ 
necessary. 

The following are Chef 
Jung’s easy-to-follow steps 
and suggestions; the ingre¬ 
dients for a perfect and per¬ 
fectly carved holiday turkey 
feast are few — One beauti¬ 
fully roasted turkey; large 
platter or cutting board; a 
serving plate; a long two- 
tined fork, and a good, 
rapier-sharp knife. 


Jung emphasizes that good 
steel cutlery is a must in¬ 
vestment that is money well 
spent. He is his own best 
example — still relying upon 
a steel knife that he ac¬ 
quired 27 years ago, during 
his apprenticeship. He ex¬ 
pects the knife will last at 
least as .nany years to come. 

"Hold the knife at a 45- 
degree angle and just slide it 
along, away from you. A 
knife is a dangerous thing; 
never c.it toward yourself.” 

The ch’f is of the “slow 
roasting" school. He starts 
his turkey at 375 degrees and. 
after 30 minutes, turns the 
heat dowm to 275 degrees. 
Approximately four hours 
later, a 20-pound, unstuffed 
turkey emerges from the 
oven marvelously moist, firm 
and Juicy, with a pertectly 
browm skin. 

After removing the turkey 
from the oven. Jung allows 
it to "rest" for as long as 20 
minutes before carving. 

The turkey is centered on a 


Large rutting board or plat¬ 
ter, breast side up. With 
easy, horizontal glides, Jung 
slices tile meat on either side 
of the breastbone. 

Jung next tackles the 
drumsticks, grasping a drum¬ 
stick at the end of the bone, 
gently pull it away from 
the body and make a .small 
incision at the joint. Jung 
then pulls and twists the 
duimstick, exposing a tendon 
that is neatly severed. The 
drumstick has virtu ally 
‘‘roiled away” to his hand. 

Jung next turns his at¬ 
tention to the thigh, neatly 
slicing the fleshy part from 
the bird. Finally he turns to 
tbe wing.s. The serving plat¬ 
ter is full. 

The carving has taken less 
than 10 minuter and not a 
morsel of turkey has been 
wasted. There is still identv 
of meat on the bones for 
midnight nibbling, not to 
mention left-overs
